On the Vimy ridge 
troops of the Lancashire Fusiliers, after the explosion of some mines, 
seized and oceupied the enemy's forward line on a front of some 250 
yards, and inflicted heavy casualties on the enemy. ; 
"Opposite Archy a patrol raided the enemy's trenches after a 
mine explosion, and penetrated toward their second line, where bombs 
were exchanged with the enemy.

‘The government's 
proposal provides for the fixing of the 
price which is io be paid tor the 
Quebec and Sanguenay by the arbitra- 
tion of the exychequer court. The 
value is to be the actual cost of the 
railway less depreciation, but not to 
exceed ($4,565,000. In addition the 
government is to assume the bonded 
indebtedness of the Quebec and Mont- 
merency, the electric end of the sys- 
tem, but not exceeping in all $2,500,- 
000. (The bill passed and will go to 
the senate tomorrow 

Many Criticisms Offered, 

Opposition criticism of the proposal 
was yaried. Hon, Geo, P. Grahem 
said that it would cast ten millions to 
buy, complete, and equip the lines 
and that the proposal was gn inde- 
fensible one at the present time; tion, 
Wm, \Pugsley said the road was worth 
only half what it was proposed to 
pay for it. Hon, Frank Oliver said 
that the money might better be spent 
on buying rolling stock for the N.T.R. 
and providing additional elevator ac- 
commodation; while 4J.

CONDEMNS 
ROSS RIFLE 


Says it is Inferior When 
Exposed to Dust or 


Mud 


MEN THROW IT AWAY 
FOR LEE ENFIELD 


Denies Organized Attempt 
to Discredit This 
Rifle 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 


OTTAWA, May 16—The Ottawa 
Citizen this afternoon publishes a 
communication from General Alder- 
son to the militia department, in 


which the commander in chief of the 
Canadian forces condemns the Ross 
rifle as an active service weapon in 
comparison with the Lee-Enfleld 

While admitting the perhaps super- 
jor qualities of the Ross as a target 
rifle, General Alderson is of opinion 
that it is inferior when exposed to 
dust and mud in trench conditions, 
chiefly due to “the fact that the bolt 
jams too easily with certain classes of 
ammunition,” 

He cited a comparative test, in 
which he says the Lee-Enfield fired 
from 100 to 120 rounds rapidly, while 
the Ross jammed = from the twenty- 
fifth to the fiftieth round on the same 
ammunition, 

The hands of the men who fired the 
Rosas in the test, he says, were cut and 
bleeding from having to knock back 
the bolt, and the Lee-Enfield fired 
100 rounds in one-third the time tak- 
en by the Ross, because of the easier 
charging of the Lee-Enfield magazine. 

Perhaps the most interesting part 
of the general's report is his state- 
ment that when the first Canadian di- 
vision went to France he found that 
the men were picking up the Lee-En- 
field whenever they could, and throw- 
ing away the Ross. He issued an or- 
der against this practice and it was 
carried out priof to the second battle 
of Ypres. 

“The experience of the battle show- 
ed that the Ross jammed so badly that 
he was obliged to let this order die a 
natural death,” General Alderson 
states. ‘When the division was re- 
armed with the Lee-Enfield the men 
cheered loudly on hearing the news, 
and it was found that there were al- 
ready more than 38,000 of the rifles in 
the division.” 

He denies that there is an organiz- 
ed attempt to discredit the Ross rifle, 
and declares that if there were he 
would stop it. 

“But what I shall not stop,”’ he dec- 
lared, “is a bonafide report against 
the Ross, should it come in after any 
future serious action that any part of 
the corps may take part in.” 

“IT should not be fit for my position 
if I passed over everything which en- 
dangered men's lives or the success of 
our arms.” 


CASEMENT CASE 
TO CLOSETODAY 


Defence is Likely to be Reserv- 
ed For the Higher 
Court 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

LONDON, May 16—B8ir Roger Case- 
ment and Daniel J. Batley, who for 
two days past have been undergoing 
a preliminary examination in the Bou 
street police court on the charge of 
high treason, in connection with the 
recent Irish revolt, will probably know 
tomorrow whether they will be plac- 
ed on trial for their lives in a higher 
court, 

.The attorneys for the crown virtu- 
ally concluded the introduction of evi- 
dence today, and unlesa the defense 
has some surprise in store it 1@ believ- 
ed the hearing will be concluded and 
the magistrate’s decision, whether the 
prisoners shall be held for trial, will 
be given late tomorrow, 

Legal experts who are following the 
Case expressed tonight the opinion 
that there was little doubt but that 
Sir Roger and Bailey would reserve 
their defense for the higher court. 
Thus far, counsel for the prisoners has 
asked very few questions in cross ex- 
amination, apparently being satisfied 
to let things take their own course 
during the preliminaries. 

Neither Casement nor Bailey has ap- 
peared much worried over the case, 
Sir Roger in particular maintaining 
noble self possession and cheerfulness 
the greater part of the time. 


INHUMAN CONDUCT 


Chief Officer of Ship Calgate, 
Strong in Denunciation of 
Germans 


LIVERPOOL, May 16,-—Chief OmM- 
} cer Collins, of the British four-masted 
jship, Calgate, which was sunk by a 
German submarine in the Atlantic, 
who landed at Liverpool yesterday, 
protested vigorously against the sub- 
marine commander's “inhuman and 
barbarous conduct" in setting the sea- 
men adrift in open boats, after sink- 
ing the ship during a terrific gale and 
au high sea. 

“L reckon nobody calling themselves 
white men or claiming to have in 
them a shred of humanity would cast 
men adrift in small boats during such 
weather,” sald Collins, “When [ was 
leaving the ship I did not think the 
boats could live through such a sea,’ 

The Calgate’s crew belonged to 
many nationalities. The chief officer's 
boat was adrift for 45 hours before its 
ocqupants were rescued by, a patrul 
boat.

Mayor Henry, as finance commisx- 


sioner, laid the following communica- 
tion before council: 

“With regard to issuing treasury 
bills against arrears of taxes for 
which bylaws are being presented for 
pasaage by council. 

“IT beg to report that the Impertal 
Bank have asked for an option on the 
sume at 98 net to the city payable at 
Edmonton, 

“We are endeavoring to arrange to 
have the bank pay all legal expenses 
in connection with the issue, In which 
case I would recommend that they be 


viven an option for a period of 39 
days, 
“Should we be successful in ar- 


ranging a sale, it will materially help 
us in regard to the immediate finan- 
cing of the city, and it is my opinion 
that no better offer will be available 
for some time to come.” 

In conclusion, the mayor asked the 
council to deal with the matter with- 
out delay, owing to the very unsettled 
state of the money market at the 
present time, 

The mayor said that he was going 
to ask that the matter be referred to 
the finance committee with power to 
act, It was suggested that they issue 
bonds for the full amount of the ar- 
rears, as it was thought to be wise to 
inake arrangements for the amount of 
money that they would require imme- 
diately. They needed two and a half 
inillions at the present moment tt» 
pay the bank and the schools, and 
such an amount would leave them 
clear of the bank, 

In answer to a question the mayor

NEW YORK, May 16.—Suffering 
among Armenians in Turkey, Persia 
and Syria is still intense and they are 
dying by hundreds for want of food 
and are in urgent need of aid, says a 
cablegram from Constantinople, made 
public today by the American commit- 
tee for Armenian and Syrian relief. 

The request for aid, sent by repre- 
sentatives of the committee tn Turkey 
through the department of state, says 


minimum of $62,000 a month Is 
needed for relief in Turkey alone. 
Conditions in many quarters, says 


the message, are so distreasing that 
the Armenians are forced to eat grass: 
and yet, despite these conditions, they 
continue to stick fast to their Chris- 
tian faith, although a change to Mo- 
hammedanism woyld quickly relieve 
their plight. The number of  non- 
combatants effected is one million. 
In Aleppo, saya the message, 1,350 
orphans are destitute) In Marash 
10,000 Armenians are threatened with 
deportation and the government has 
refused to allow the Christiana to 
transact business of any kind to sup- 
port themselves, In Tarsus, where 
it is estimated 92,000 exiles have 
passed through, typhoid is prevalent. 
In Sivas there are 25,000 destitute 
children from the coast towns. All of 
these towns besides many others, it Is 
tauid, are in great and urgent need.

The city authorities propose to 
prosecute boys caught breaking 


windows or otherwise damaging 
vacant houses. It is necessary, It 
is also necessary that means be 


taken to catch the offenders, One 
has only to walk along the streets 
of the city to learn that a vacant 
house is considered legitimate prey 
by youthful depredators, [tis 
high time this epidemie of destruc- 
tion were made an end of, The pro- 
perty-owners deserve that measure 
of protection from the authorities 
they maintain by their taxes.

Under the circumstances it 
seems likely that we will hear less 
in future about the treasonable 
folly of interrupting the oper- 
ations of the Allison fraternity by 
investigation while the war is in 
progress. The notion that in some 
way the suecess of the Allied arms 
would be imperilled if inquiries 
of this sort were started before the 
war ended has not been verified. 
The Meredith-Dutf commission has 
been hearing evidence for a couple 
of weeks now, and there are no 
signs of the Allied cause collaps- 
ing. Onthe contrary, the only 
parties shown to have benefitted 
materially from the activities of 
the Colonel and his’ friends are 
themselves, It is likely that the 
transactions which the Meredith- 
Duff commission are forbidden to 
investigate are on the same seale of 
importance to the Allies as those 
now being gone into—and that the 
whole reeord of the shell com- 
mittee could be turned inside out 
without in any way affecting the 
supply of munitions or anything 
else of prime inmportance, The 
theory that the Allies are depen- 
dent upon the friendly co-opera- 
tion of such contract brokers as 
Colonel J. Wesley Allison et al is a 
mischievous fiction, The Allies 
are paying for all they get, and 
there are plenty of manufacturers 
in the world ready to give them 
value for their money without any 
rake-off to intermediary —profit- 
eers. There is at least room for 
suspicion that agents of this sort 
do more to prevent the Allies get- 
ting munitions than to help them 
—by with-holding contracts from 
firms which will not make — satis- 
factory arrangements with them. 
In any event, if the Government 
persists in refusing full inquiry at 
once into the doings of the shell 
committee the onus rests with the 
Ministers. In the light of what 
the public now know the question 
to be answered it not why should 
investigation be made at once, but 
what possible good can come of 
refusing to make it?

Sir Sam Hughes says the Audi- 


tor General has less honor than is 
contained in Col, Allison’s little 
finger, Which, in the light of re- 
cent disclosures, has to be taken 
as the General’s way of saying 
that he hasn't any worth speak- 
ing of.

That, however, is aside from

What the Minister thinks of the 
Auditor, and whether the Auditor 
deserves the opinion, are ques- 
tions by themselyes, and deserving 
of attention, but not of the atten- 
tion which beloigs to the matter 
in hand, That matter is whether 
the Auditor General is right or 
wrong in his statement — that 
small arms ammunition was sold 
through Col, J. Wesley Allison for 
about two-thirds what it cost to 


make it, and re-sold) at a hand- 
some profit to the British Ad- 
miralty. 

This consignment of ammuni- 


tion, it is contended, was defective. 
If the Auditor General is right 1 
was wood enough for the British 
Admiralty, And if it was good 
enough for the British Admiralty 
anyone calling its quality into 
question will have to specify de 


tails as to what was the matter 
with if. The Admiralty has a 
long established reputation for 


being particular as to the quality 
of the ammunition supplied to the 
seamen, T'o be told that cartridges 
which the Admiralty bought for 
issue in war time were sold under 
cost because they were defective 
is not a statement that will stand 
up without support, 

If the Auditor General is cor- 
rect in his understanding of the 
ease the Canadian Government 
sold this ammunition not only for 
less than it was worth but for five 
dollars per thousand than 
the Admiralty paid for it. It 
might surely be supposed that by 
this time the Militia Department 
would be familiar enough with the 
Admiralty and its ways to know 
whether the sea lords were in the 
market for ammunition such as 
the department had to sell, and 
that the deal could be put 
through without the assistance of 
any middleman, on a basis of the 
Canadian people getting whatever 
the British people paid. If the 
Militia Department is not capable 
of putting through a transaction 
of this kind with the Admiralty it 
is strong presumptive evidence 
that the Department needs reor- 
ganization, If it could put 
through such a deal why was it 
not allowed to?

Waterproofing Cloth. 

To the Bulletin: Please give formula 
for waterproofing cloth, 

W. RR. EE. Parkdale. 

Without considering the methods 
by which ‘cloth is waterproof with 
rubber, there are several processes in 
practical use by which cloth is ren- 
cered nonabsorbant of water—and for 
wll practical purposes waterproof— 
without greatly affecting its color or 
eppearance, greatly increasing ‘ts 
Weight or rendering it entirely aiv- 
proof, These depend mainly upon the 
teaction between two or more sub- 
stances, in consequence of which a 
substance insoluable in water is de- 
bosited in the fibres of the cloth, 
Lowry'’s process is: 

Two ounces of soap, four ounces of 
tlue and one gallon of water, Soften 
the glue in cold water and digsolve -*¢, 
together with the soap, in the water 
by ald of heat and agitation The clorh 
is filled with this solution by boiling it 
in the liquid for several hours, the 
(ime required depending upon the 
kind of fiber and thickness of the 
cloth, When properly saturated, the 
oxcess of liquid is wrung out, the cloth 
is exposed to the air until nearly dry, 
then digested for tive to twelve hours 
in the following solution: Alum, thir- 
teen ounces; salt, fifteen ounces; wa- 
ter, one gallon. [tis finally wrung out, 
rinsed in clean water and dried at a 
temperature of about 80 derrecs 
Vahrenheit, 


Phoflograph and Graphophone. 

To the Bulletin: What is the differ- 
ence between a phonograph and a 
graphophone? 

Subscriber, 

A phonograph is an instrument for 
mechanically recording and reproduc- 
ing human speech and other sounds. 
As invented by E,lison in 1876, it con- 
sisted of a rotating brass cylinder cov 
ered with tinfoil, against which wus 
pressed a steel point connected with 
a thin diaphram, When the diaphram 
was made to vibrate by sound, the 
steel, following a spiral groove out on 
the cylinder, made a series of inden- 
tations on the tinfoil, and when the 
steel was caused to retrace its patch, 
vibrations were imparted to the dia- 
Phram and the original sounds repro- 
euced, though in diminished volume. 
‘The present perfected machine is on 
the same principle, but for the tinfoil, 
has been substituted a cylinder of 
hard wax, for the steel point a bit of 
supphire («sharp for recording anil 
blunt for reproducing). Ste dy rota- 
tion of the cylinder is maintained ly 
® strong soring or an electrical motor, 
There are other forms of the instru- 
ment, as the graphophone, using wax 
coated pasteboard cylin and the 
rramophone, whose reproducing ree- 
ords are dises of hard rubber or com- 
position prepared by special processes 
from the original record,

Calgary, May 16,—It was stated in 
military circles today, though not of- 


ficially, that the Sarcee camp, near 
Calgary, would be opened on May 22, 
when a Calgary regiment will go un- 
der canvas. On the following days 
the regiments from Edmonton, Leth- 
bridge and Medicine Hat will arrive 
for their summer training. 

At the start there will be six infan- 
try battalions under canvas, in addi- 
tion to the army service and army 
medical corps. As the regiments now 
recruiting get up to strength it is un- 
derstood the population of the camp 
will increase until it reaches around 
the 10,000 mark. 


Local Battalions Expectant 

That some of the Edmonton bat- 
talions will likely be moving down to 
the big camp at Sarcee very shortly 
was brought out yesterday’ in 
an inquiry at the @iherent battalion 
headquarters. The 194th are packed 
and ready to go at a day's notice and 
are qply awaiting the word for their 
departure for the southern camp, The 
202nd Sportmen’'s Battalion expect to 
go at the end of the month, and the 
151st are of the opinion that about the 
same time will see their departure 
from Edmonton, While nothing 
official or definite has been given out 
yet, the present indications are that 
the camp n Kdmonton is not likely 
much regretted by the citizens in gen- 
to materialize, This fact has been 
real, as the families of many of the 
men in uniform are living in or near 
the city. With their departure for 
Calgary they will not have the oppor- 
tunity of visiting home as often as if 
stationed at a military camp here. A 
big effort to have a camp established 
here has been made by prominent citi- 
gons and vw ds still hoped that events
